Once 
back in Moscow, however, Dmitri is haunted by 
the memory of Anna, eventually, he invents a 
reason for visiting her in provincial Leningrad 
They arrange clandestine meetings in Moscow and 
their affair lasts for years. Although they realize 
that they are doomed to a life of brief, secret 
encounters, they are not strong enough to reach 
any other solution. At the end of the film, they 
tearfully part, hoping to meet again the following

Physics receives grant 


The Physics Department, 
Sacramento State College, has 
received notice from the 
National Science Foundation 


that they have been awarded a 
grant of $5,030 to support the 
‘*‘Undergraduate Research 
Participation Program” for the 
coming summer. Undergraduate 
participants selected by the 
department will receive a stipend 
of $80 each week for ten weeks 
The grant also provides for the 
purchase of equipment and 
supplies related to the project. 

Professor Charles Newcomb, 
Girector of the project, indicated 
that the program will provide an 
excellent opportunity for 
qualified students to participate 
in basic research. A wide range

Wayne Morse, 


re-greening of Oregon

Oregon, our green neighbor to 
the north, the land of the 
mighty Columbia, lush green 
valleys, one of those collections 
of true westerners that are far 
and few between after the age of 
the mass relocation from the 


east, midwest and south to 
California. Oregon, more than 
any other western state 


remained pure from the huge 
influx, and in many ways fights 
it off now, being afraid that 
California will creep in and ruin 
their beautiful state 

Oregon is a distinctive place. 
With an assortment of political 
habits that are rival to none. 
Thus the scene sets again, in this 
presidential primary year with 
Oregon in the midst of a hotly 
contested primary race on the 


Democratic side for US. 
Senator 
Crusty old, white haired 


former Senator Wayne Morse is 
making a comeback, one that 
appears as if it might succeed. 
Morse is a _ veteran senator, 
having spoken out mightily in 
his cement-mixer voice, against 


the war in Southeast Asia. 
Morse, along with former 
Senator Ernest Guerning of 


Alaska voted against the historic 
Gulf of Tonkin Resolution, and 
both suffered the effect of 
defeat in re-election in 1968 
after the Tonkin vote. 

But since '68, Oregon has

elected a second Republican to 
the Senate, and found itself to 
be unhappy with the other 
Republican. Robert Packwood, 
the eventual victor in ‘68, is 
hawkish, while Republican 
anti-war Senator Mark Hatfield 
hasn’t done all of his homework 
and has the voters somewhat 
displeased with him. Hatfield 
could face a strong challenge in 
November from Wayne Morse. 

The first task towards that 
contest is the primary. In the 
Democratic race, besides Morse, 
there is State Senator Donald 
Wilmers from the Portland area, 
and a former congressman, the 
Democratic nominee after a 
tough primary battle in '68 with 


Morse, Robert Duncan, a man 
who still thinks we have business 
in Vietnam 

One of Morse’s biggest 


obstacles was overcoming being 
71 years old. He has, after his 
announcement to run, stumped 
from one end of Oregon to 
another, and proven himself to 
the people that he still has the 
old Morse pazazz, and fire that 
made his oratory some of the 
finest the Senate halls have ever 
heard, and the same kind of 
Oregonian independence, 4 
fascinating determination that 
makes him go all day. 

Morse has come down hard on 


the war. The Democratic party 
had split over Morse, partly 
because of his strong anti-war 


stands, and partly over an issue 
of party loyalty, when Morse 
said that he was going to vote 
for Republican Hatfield in 1966, 
instead of the Democratic 
candidate, a pro-war Robert 
Duncan. Morse put it that he 
was not going to be tied to a 
partisanship, but would vote 
according to his conscience and 
would vote for Hatfield because 
he opposed the war. The press in 
Oregon went wild and over this 
the Democratic party split 
badly. But now, after Hatfield’s 
election, and_ indication of 
strong anti-war sentiments 
among the voters and the 
performance of Republican 
Senator Robert Packwood, the 
victor of the ’68 fracass, who is 
also hawkish, as is Duncan, over 
the war, Oregon seems to want 
something different. The party 
wounds have started to heal, but 
all Duncan’s entry has done is 
throw salt in them. Nevertheless, 
many Oregon Democrats, and 
Republicans are now saying to

Morse, we were wrong and you 
were right, let’s get you back in 
the Senate. 

But the primary field is far 
from uncrowded. State Senator 
Wilmers has been a popular 
figure in Oregon. He is president 
of Consumer Affairs of America, 
but as the campaign has 
progressed he has shown a 
stronger middle of the road 
political stance, as well as his 
“true colors” on consumer 
issues, thus he has lost much of 
his loyal foliowing. 

By and large the people of 
Oregcn issue-wise, are concerned 
mainly about the war, and wages 
and prices, the wage and price 
board, and the general state of 


the economy Morse has 
attempted to address himself to 
these issues, loftily, and 
straightforwardly as he has 
stumped Oregon. 

Morse’s age doesn’t effect 


him, he makes 3 to 4 speeches a 
day, thus dispelling the age issue 
“More people are actually having 
to make a choice, and when they 
meet the senator and shake his 
hand they discover that he can 
serve 6 more years in the 
Senate,” said Joe Johnson, the 
senator's press aide 

And when they meet Wayne 
Morse, he lets ‘em have it. He 
favors immediate withdrawal 
from Southeast Asia, amnesty, 
basing it on what he calls “The 
Lincoln Doctrine,” citing how 
Lincoln treated the South at the 
close of the civil war, and 
speaking out in favor of general 
amnesty 

On the wage and price board, 
as well as economics, Morse has 


called it “government by 
executive supremacy and 
secrecy.” ‘““‘The constitutional 


usurpation of power under the 
executive branch.”” As Morse 
puts it, “No longer do we have 
at the national level three equal 
co-ordinate branches of 
government, but rather both the 
congressional and judicial branch 
have been relinquishing power to 
the executive ali of it for 
Purposes of expediency, and at 
the same time the executive 
branch has been accepting them, 
and almost with delight.”” Morse 
calls the price board government 
by presidential edict, and that 
congress should have spelled out 
exactly what they wanted, in 
every detail, how they wanted 
everything handled, and by law, 
with no leeway whatsoever, no 
discretion legislatively on the 
board’s or the executive's part 

One point is driven home 
clearlv by Morse, “the 
impounding of funds by the 
executive branch.” That they 
impound funds is 
unconstitutional bugs Morse to 
begin with, and the fact that 
they do it without even 
consulting congress raises the 
Senator’s political ire even more 
He feels the executive branch is 
overstating its powers, as well as 
the congress giving them up 
freely. 

On the courts, he is equally 
firey. He says the court is now 
“packed” and is not handing 
down the decisions it should on 
the wage and price boards, it is 
bowing under to the executive. 
“The court is not living up to its 


obligations under the 
constitution,” says Morse. He 
relates this to the fact that all of 
our rights and personal freedoms 
are stem from abstract 
constitutional principles that 
define how this country is going 
to be run, as Morse says, “If you 
let me define your procedural 
rights, I can determine your 
substantive rights right away,” 
restating over and over again a 


deep concern about the 
expanding power of _ the 
executive branch of the 
government. 


It could have been just as 
interesting on the Republican 
side if the rumored battle 
between incumbent U.S. Senator 
Mark Hatfield, and incumbent 
Republican Governor Tom 
McCail had become a reality. 
But the rumors coming out of 
Oregon are that McCall was 
pressured into not running 
through a series of “backroom 
deals,” and that he may wait 
until his as governor 
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expires and 
Republican Senator Robert 
Packwood in 1974. McCall is 
constitutionally prohibited from 
serving another term as 
governor.

But this is 1972, and there are 
eleven Democratic candidates on 
the Oregon ballot for the 
presidential nomination. This is 
draining the source of funds 
quickly, thus the media is going 
to have an extremely minor role 
in the senate race. This is a 
factor that may prove to tilt the 
election in Wayne Morse’s favor, 
because as the venerable Morse 
meets the people, and the people 
realize that there is still a big fire 
burning in the Wayne Morse 
locomotive, he may roll down 
the tracks to Washington to 
return to the U.S. Senate once 
again. The decision now waits 
for the voters of Oregon to 
decide in the first week in May

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‘I'm damn sick and tired of 


coming to anti-war rallies’

‘“‘When the greatest nation in the world can be tied down for six 
long years in a land war in Asia without an end in sight...,it’s time 


for new lerdership not tied to the mistakes and policies of the past. 


A young woman, wearing 
Army fatigues bearing an 
armpatch that read, ‘Sgt 
Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club 
Band,” hoisted a __ banner 
heralding ‘“Nixon’s Peace Plan is 
a Bomb.” 

The scerie was familiar. It had 
been re-enacted 
before... Vietnam Moratorium, 
October, November and 
December, 1969, ‘Work for 
Peace”’...Cambodia, Kent State, 
and student strike, May 
1970...April 24, 1971, “Out 
Now!”’...November 6, 1971, 
“Enough”’.. 


30,000 worked their way 
down Haight Street towards 
Kezar Stadium in San Francisco 
to participate in an anti-war rally 
on April 22, 1972. After four 
years and thousands of lives lost 
in Vietnam, Nixon’s secret plan 
“to end the war’ still had the 
American public bewildered 

Once again, the throngs had 
gathered to restate their 
Opposition to presidential 
policies in Southeast Asia. 

After a peaceful, somewhat 
subdued, march to Kezar, the 
crowd settled down to what was 
billed as “a short program of 
speakers.” As always, the best 
intentions of the organizers 
failed and the speeches droned 
for three hours 

The movement celebrities 
were on hand to address the 
gathering. Dick Gregory, Jane 
Fonda, Country Joe, Graham 
Nash and an unannounced visit 
by Black Panther leader Bobby 
Seale highlighted the program. 

Seale, flanked by two 
bodyguards, stood near the stage 
before the program began. A 
middle-aged woman with a 
camera asked if she could take a 
picture of “Mr. Seale.” She 
aimed her camera and began to 
take a picture of Seale’s 
bodyguard. Someone mentioned 
that he was not Bobby Seale and 
the bodysuard beamed, ““You 
know we all look alike.” 

At the rostrum, Seale hit the 
oppressive nature of the 
American capitalistic system. 
Seale offered that the 
perpetuation of the war was 
premeditated and stated, ‘“They 
don’t want to drop the atomic 
bomb in Vietnam because that 
would end the war tomorrow 
and would aiso end all the fat 
capitalists from profiting from 
the war.” 

San Francisco County Sheriff 
Richard Honguisto mingled with 
the demonstrators and assured 
them that they have his support 
He explained that the 
demonstration was an “exercise 
in the democratic spirit and 
some important issues were 
being raised.” 

A live telephone call from the 
Vietnamese Provisionary 
Revolutionary Government 
negotiators in Paris was 
amplified to the crowd. The

negotiators wished the 
demonstrators well and 
expressed that their “only desire 
is to end the war. We want all 
American soldiers, including 
those held captive” to be able to 
return home 

Dick Gregory, black comedian 
and social critic, who started a 
fast at last April’s anti-war 
demonstration in San Francisco, 
announced that he has gone 
without solid food for an entire 
year in protest of the war. He 
said he didn’t believe he would 
have to come out again next 
year because the war must end. 

Gregory explained that his 
fast had nothing to do with 
Nixon. “I wouldn’t give up food 
for three seconds for Dick 
Nixon,”’ Gregory said. 

“I’m damn sick and tired of 
coming to anti-war rallies,” 
Gregory proclaimed. He stated 
that the war could be ended in 
30 days if the people put their 
minds to it. 

Gregory added, “You can talk 
about imperialism. You can 
come to rallies, but until you 
can hit them in the pocketbook 
you'll be coming to rallies until 
you're 90 years old.” 

As an alternative, Gregory 
offered a selective economic 
boycott to hurt the producers 
like Standard Oil and General 
Motors that profit from war. 

Gregory then announced that 
he was going to “stop drinking 
fruit juice and drink only water 
for the next 40 days.” 

A wisp of a man at just under 
100 pounds, Gregory hastened 
the crowd, “You’ve got 40 days 
to end the war.”’ This brought 
the assemblage to their feet in an 
ovation dotted with upraised 
fists. 

Jane Fonda, who has toured 
with her anti-war theater troupe 
stated, “I’ve been on three 
continents and the United States 
is considered the enemy.’’ She 
praised the crowd for their 
presence at the rally in support 
of the Provisionary 
Revolutionary Government of 
Vietnam. She added that this 
indicates that the movement “‘is 
taking a revolutionary turn.” 

A “People’s Exposition” 
outside the stadium followed the 
rally activities. It resembled a 
country fair peopled by 
movement organizations. Third 
World, Veterans against the War 
and peace candidate groups were 
a few of the 150 organizations 
that filled the grassy area next to 
the stadium 

The rally and _ exposition 
ended.

The convention 
was held last Friday at two 
locations, the Bank of America 
on Fair Oaks Blvd. and the 
Hostess Baking Company on 
Arden Way 


As conventions go there was 


little out of the ordinary this 
year. Activities began at 11 a.m 
in the quad _ Friday The 
delegates assembled to hear 
speakers tell them why they 
were assembled to hear the 
speakers tell them why they 


were assembled 

Listening to the chants about 
American imperialism sat a 
gathering of approximately two 
hundred students, eight faculty 
members, three frisbee players 
three suspected infiltrators (CIA, 
FBI, Cil, Army Intelligence or 
what have you), four dogs (one 
black, one brindle and two 
unknown) and Diogenes 


After an hour’s emanations 
from the PA the attendees 
gathered to begin the march 


About one hundred strong now, 
they snaked through _ the 
cafeteria and various other 
buildings slowly picking up more 
marchers and quickly pulling fire 
alarms in the buildings through 
which they marched. 

Very unchoreographed they 
tripped merrily along singing 
their song: ‘‘Fu-u-u-ck!....Strike! 
Hey, Hey, B of A, How many 
kids have you killed today?...1, 
2, 3, 4, We don’t want your 
fucking war...Riot on!...Out 
Now...What do you want? Peace 
(Nixon’s Ass); When do you 
want it? Now!” = (Lyrics 
copyright 1969, Columbia Univ. 
Music, Inc.) 

Finally, after having gained 
another 50 marchers, they 
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trooped along Fair Oaks Blvd. to 
the Bank of America. Armed 
with a police semi-escort who 
assisted the marchers in crossing 


against red lights, the march 
proceeded in happy — spirits 
without serious incident. In fact, 


without incident except for two 


cars whose drivers, with 
malicious spite in their eyes, 
Saliva oozing from their teeth 
vengeance pouring from their 
black hearts, tned to run down 
the poor little marchers at the 
side of the road. (License 
«numbers VYS 366 and NSC 
549) 


After a march long enoug) to 
be tiring but short enough to 
avoid blisters the group arrived 
at the bank. Inside they were 
met with a blue and yellow sign 


reading ‘‘We give a hoot. BA 
cares.”” It was illustrated with 
two owls, their left wings 
extended in salute. Across from 
the owls was the Sacramento 
Sheriffs Department branch 
office 


About twenty of the marchers 
then stood in line to open their 
accounts. The idea was to put in 
a dollar, get back in line and 
close your account. Perturbed 
by the number of people in the 
the sheriff's deputies, 
accompanied now by Sheriff 
Duane Lowe himself, ordered all 
who were not conducting 
business to leave the bank. The 
marchers complied. Those that 
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were conducting business were 
Unrestrained by the deputies. At 
least one student, short of cash 
cashed a check 

Those that left the bank set 
up a picket line outside. Some 
drove away to picket the Hostess 
Baking Company (Hostess is a 
subsidiary of IT&T). Meanwhile 


inside, Sheriff Lowe, snappily 
attired in pinstripe suit and 
cowboy boots, spoke with 


student reporters, reporters, and 
students posing as reporters 
Lowe explained that the 
sheriff's department had gotten 
a call about five minutes before 


from bank officials while 
students were on their way 
Bank officials said they had 
called him two hours before 


vhile the students were still on 
campus. The bank was informed 
by city police who called when 
the students jieft the campus an 
hour before. The city police did 
not cali Lowe’s office. Lowe was 
angry about that. Asked why he 
himself was present Lowe 
explained that he happened to 
be driving by on his 
lunch when the call came in 


way to 


All agreed that the protest 
was legal and that, in Lowe’s 
words, “The bank’s peace was 


not being broken.” At one point 
a police bus, complete with 
battering ram for handling riots 
drove up to haul away arrestees 
but was sent back to the office 
when it discovered there were no 
arrestees to be hauled 

Meanwhile, at the 
baking company 
twenty-five picketers 
outside. Inside, the hostess 
officials hastily closed their 
thrift store eight hours early and 
set up their " mimeograph 
machine. While some picketers

The bankruptcy of 


Recently, | read an article in a 
small periodical on Jean-Jacques 
Rousseau which tried to portray 
him as a blind idealist by using 
the same critical approach many 
mediocre, middle-of-the-road 
“thinkers” in this country use to 
refute the credibility of radical 
activists. The tack was simple. 
The author assumed a critical 
Stance that demanded all writers 
convey “total” truth in their 
work, and then accused 
Rousseau of advocating absolute 
democratic rule at the expense 
of leaving the door open to 
totalitarian rule by an 
unscrupulous majority. 
Rousseau, he implied, was a 
naive dreamer who would lead 
men over the brink of disaster 
with his extremism. But instead 
of giving new insights into the 
problems Rousseau had dealt 
with, the author went to 
Rousseau's private life to prove 
him an unsound _ thinker 
Rousseau had forsaken an 
apprenticeship in his youth to 
become a vagabond he was 
therefore lazy and shiftless; he 
had kept a mistress by whon he 
had several children who were 
placed in foundling homes~he 
was therefore immoral and 
lacked scruples; he had lived 
much of his life as a recluse —and 
therefore could know _ little 
about the ways of men. And so 
on 

The author might have used a 
good argument to develop an 
insight into the problematic 
nature of democracy. Instead, he 
chose the simpler and more 
reassuring reducing 
everything to truth and untruth 
(“My truth, your untruth”), and 
assumed a condescending tone 
to give bis words an air of 
“authority.” But what struck me 
about the article was not its 
shoddy, subtle attempts at 
character assassination, nor its 
ignoring the complex to appear 
wise. It was the irony that what 
was once a reactionary ploy used 
to reinforce a false, middle-class 
sense of security is now being

foisted onto us as “radical” 
rhetoric. The letter by Ellen 
Smith of the English 
Department answering Victor 


Comerchero’s criticisms of the 
Affirmative Action Program is a 
classic example 

The letter uses cliches and 
catch phrases which guarantee 
response if we grant it its 
assumed higher moral ground 
Mr. Comerchero has “sexist, 
racist biases.” He lacked “‘moral 
outrage when no women or 
minorities were being hired.’ He 
is “reacting as did Southern 


white's when slavery = was 
abolished.” A grim indictment. 
But Ms. Smith's rhetorical 


inference that she treads the 


path of moral rectitude is only 
an assertion. If it is ignored one

Ms. Smith carefully avoids 
asking the central question Mr. 
Comerchero raises Namely, 
should change be based on the 
redress of injustice at whatever 
cost, does its real value lie in 
the integrity it allows those who 
bring it about and live under it? 
England r redressed the 
oppression of Charles I, then 
took barely two decades to 
welcome a new monarch to 
€xpiate its guilt. The National 
Convention thought little about 
the ground it would stand on 
after the execution of Louis 
XVI, then found it had none

facts are expendable, that if one 
can assert vigorously enough 
that one is holding the higher 
moral ground » holding the 
higher moral ground. Her letter 
Would have us accept cynicism 
coupled with radical posing as 
moral impregn ability. In fact, it 
reveals only anger, frustration, 
and fear of dealing with the 
issues head-on, fucidly, and 
self-criticially.

It’s worth 
noting too that the Selma police, 
Ku Klux Klan firebombings, mass 
campus arrests, and = even 
political assassinations had little 
effect in blunting the moral 
indignation in this country. But 
it took the self-indulgence of 
only one Chicago to such all the 
optimism out of radical thought 

But Ms. Smith would have us 
ignore “fine lines.”’ After all, she 
has a handfull of statistics. She 
would have us see the rejection 
of “a few more white males than 
Ordinarily” as a negligible 
concern. But the mind boggles at 
conceiving Justice as expediency 
One would like to ask with 
Thomas More, if in chasing the 
devil you destroy all law to 
expedite things, then when the 
law is gone and the devil turns 


where do you look from the 
wind that blows? Since when 
does = expediency supercede 
moral rectitude? Since when 
does justice become conditional 
(“this much now, that much 
later’)? 


Ms. Smith's argument finally 
rests not on affirmative action, 
but on guilt, expiation, and the 
manipulation of those who feel 
concern. Rather than trying to 
build a future that will minimize 
Injustice because it is unjust, she 
approaches the problem because 
the past is regrettable. Arguing 
from such a _ guilt-ridden 
position, she almost unavoidably 
slips into the condescension and 
slurs that need no highlighting. 
They are calculated to stand out 
and convince the reader that the

cannot help but draw 
vaguely hinted 
notion in the film that Striving 
for social change is just another 
neurotic symptom in a _ sick 
culture. The mind that craves 
insight into problems balks at 
that kind of overgeneralization 
Yet many who claim to speak 
for the mind ~—set that initiated 
comprehensive, problematic 
insights into American culture in 
the Sixties now use the 
“harvester” approach. Astute 
and wise action and criticism is 
seen by some “radicals” as 
reactionary and even subversive 
if it lacks a certain zeal or fervor 
We are told Freud has nothing to 
olfer the “liberated” thinker 
because he was a moralist and 
suspected the female psyche 
(this despite the fact that until 
he asserted that women had a 
psychology, their minds were 
seen as imperfect models of the 


male psyche). And Nietzsche 
becomes a class-elitist for 
proclaiming what man can 


be -even though he makes clear 
he believes only an emotional 
and moral pygmy is capable of 
oppressing others. In short, real 
insight is being co-opted by the 
desire of some to find freedom 
from complexity. Anxiety and 
desperation are driving some 
people to sacrifice lucid thought 
for radical posture, and to use 


affected moral indignation to 
convince listeners that sand is 
really granite, that 


guilt-expiation solutions reflect a 
real understanding of social 
problems 

Affectation and facade never 
stand for anything but the 
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deepest spiritual _ impdverish- 
ment. The personality warping 
that the rock scene has wrought 
on even the most perceptive 
artists whould warn us how 
dangerous any reliance on the 
“show” front is. If we equate 
posture with position, sham with 
substance, we not only admit to 
moral decay, we make any 
striving for depth or richness of 
experience an idle game for 
hollow men. In reality, life is 
made up of taking stands and 
learning from them. Posture is 
the folly. We subsist on things of 
real substance, not on social 
mimicry disguised as insight. 
Affectation is the game of real 
hollow men. 

Some people would like to 
think that this is an “‘aware”’ age. 
They would like to think that no 
matter what direction we choose 
it will be forward, that we are 
somehow free from the 
American tendency to 
over-simplify, to bulldoze, and 
to rabbit punch when the going 
gets rough. The Affirmative 
Action Program, and Ms. Smith’s 
letter and the tendencies they 
characterize not only prove 
those notions fatuous, they 
affirm that we are in danger of 
becoming enslaved by our 
ignorance of the past, by our 
guilt, and by the manipulation 
of those who would lead us into 
false battle to relieve their own 
anxiety. The only was we can 
prevent that enslavement is to 
inject fresh insight into our grasp 
of problems and incorporating 
complexity into our 
understanding of them. Lacking 
either we will stagnate. 

These are crucial times. But 
simple, dogmatic answers 
guarantee a darker future. Noble 


don’t erase 
culpability for manipulation, 
they merely invite others to 
mistrust the dignity oftheir own 
lives. Let those who would deal 
in facades beware of overloading 
their paper boats with passengers 
lest when the boats sink they are 
made to taste real outrage at the 
hands of the survivors. But let 
those whose indignation knows 
the burden of awareness measure 
the moment’s urgency and act 
decisively. It is for them to 
mould the future with human 
hands. It is for them to stand in 
the light and seize the day. 
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Federal funds support 
animal research program

Sacramento State has two 
major facilities conducting 
animal research on campus. The 
program, funded by a /ederal 
grant, costs an estimated 
$100,000 a year, with other 


funds secured for the animal 
experiments through the 
Nationa) Institute of Health 
(NIH). 

Since federal standards 
prescribe strict cleanliness 


procedures, SSC’s biology and 
psychology departments must 
remodel (and are remodeling) 
their present facilities. The 
regulations are controlled under 
the federal government’s Animal 
Welfare Act of 1966. It 
established specified regulations 
on how to deal with the animals, 
requiring minimum cage, 
cleanliness and personnel 
standards. The act also stipulates 
the regulations of room 
temperatures and moisture 
allowed in the animals’ cages. A 
licensed veterinarian must be in 
charge of the facilities 

The federal governments 
veterinarian inspects all facilities 
All standards established under 
the Animal Welfare Act must be 
strictly ovserved under penalty

Live animals are used in 
courses dealing with physiology, 
psychology and several 
anthropology classes. Professor 
Elijah A Christian, DVM. head 
of the Biology Department 
Stated that dogs, cats, rabbits, 
guinea pigs, mice, monkeys, 
hamsters, gerbils, birds, reptiles, 
frogs and rats are used in campus 
experiments. 

Courses including vivisection 
experiments are conducted in 
psychology and biology classes 
“If you are studying the 
functions of a living organism, 
you must look at it alive,” Dr 
Christian said.

intervened with certain living 
processes. Naturally, all our 
animals are under anesthesia.” 


Under federal law, vivisection 
occurs only under fuil 
anesthesia. After the 


experiment, the animal is 
exterminated with an overdose 
of anesthetic. 

Even though most of his 
experiments dea! with dogs and 
cats, presently Dr. Christian is 
working on turtles— involving the 
insertion of a multipoint 
electrode into the ventricular 
heart muscle. He is attempting 
to determine the sequence of 
electrical activity inthe 
ventricular myocardium. 


LICENSED ANIMAL DEALERS 


Most of the animals used in 
the research projects are 
purchased from licensed animal 
dealers. Under the Animal 
Welfare Act regulations, animals 
cannot be purchased’ from 
private (unlicensed) individuals 
This prohibits the research 
departments from picking up 
strays or a neighbor's pet 

“The regulations controlling 
such donations of animals are so 
sirict that the research 
department just doesn't accept 
any,”’ Dr. Christian revealed 

All research on the animals is 
kept on record. Copies of the 
records are submitted to the 
federal government, assuring 
that the animal has been legally 
dealt with 

The purpose of the federal 
government's legislation is not to 


halt or reduce animal 
experiemnts, for such 
experiments have yielded a 


multitude of medical advances 
“The legislation is to make sure 
that the animals are held and 
treated in a humane manner,” 
said Dr. Christian.

Humans are very similar 


lower animals, 
despite anatomical difterences 
For example, the’ human heart 
functions similarly to a dog’s or 
a hog’s heart. Therefore, the 
need for the use of live animals 
(to study human functions) is 
obvious. “It only follows that 
we are unable to study functions 
on non-living subjects. We must 
cut on living tissue,’ said Dr. 
Christian. 

However, the research, also 
may have clinical applications, in 
terms of treatment for humans. 
The psychology department 
conducts numerous experiments 
(ones often involving different 
parts of the brain) which may 
benefit clinical psychologists or 
psychiatrists in dealing with 
humans. 

“The greater understanding 
the medical profession has of all 
parts of the body, the better the 
physician can deal, clinically 
with humans,” Dr. Christian

Christian said, “We are parasites. 
We must consume other energy 
produced by some other form of 
life—whether we are vegttarians 
or meat eaters. Most societies eat 
some form of meat. Some 
cultures eat dogs and cats. 

“If society can justify the 
utilization of animals for 
consumption, it can also justify 
the utilization of animals in 
experiments for the benefit of 
mankind.” 

Professor Christian came to 
Sacramento State College five 
and a half years ago, after 
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spending one and a half years ar 
Africa's Nigeria Medical School 
He is also a member of the 
coordinating committee, which 
reports problems to the Dean of 
Arts and Sciences and is SSC’s 
only licensed veterinarian 


LEGISLATIVE BILLS 


Two bills have been 
introduced in the legislature, 
dealing with treatment of 
animals 

Senate Bill No. 64, introduced 
by Senator Rodda and Assembly 
Bill aTt introduced by 
Assemblyman Lewis, deals with 
humane treatment of animals, 
specifically in any _ public 
elementary, junior high, or high 
school. All experiments must be 
conducted in the presence and 
under the direct supervision of a 
trained life scientist, a licensed 
physician, a licensed dentist or a 
licensed veterinarian. It requires 
a qualified adult supervisor to be 
primarily responsible for the 
purposes and conditions of any 
experiment involving a living

“During and right after 
World War II, people thought of 
us as treacherous, sneaky, 
hard-working and_ efficient. 
Since Japan’s resurgence as an 
industrial power they think of us 


as efficient ‘first and then 
treacherous.” 

Bob Pakasugi, JACL legal 
director, believes that because 


Japanese-American students are 
presented only with middle class 
values, most are assimilationist 
oriented. The most telling fact is 
that over half of all 
Japanese-Americans in the Los 
Angeles community marry 
members of other ethnic groups 

“In a way,”’ commented one 
student, “the stereotyping (of 
Japanese-Americans) has helped. 
If you believe you're bnihiant, 
efficient and hard-working, 
you're more likely to live up to 
it. But within any group there’s 
a wide variance’ some are bound 
to be lazy.” 

He added that he had grcwn 
up in a Chicano neighborhood 
and that teachers had constantly 
Chosen him as an example for 
other students. “If I didn’t do 
well, teachers always assumed I 
Ww n't trying 

Coupled to identity problems 
of course, is the experience of 
the relocation camps which 
marred many of the Nisei 
generation for life. For many 
years Japanese-Amencans did 
not discuss it. American grade 
and high school history 
textbooks did not mention it. It 
was an episode of shame that 
Strangely enough shamed the 
victims more than the 
perpetrators 

Then, especially with the 
successful effort to repeal Title 
Il of the Internal Security Aci of 
1950 in 1970, many found they 
could talk about their 
experiences for the first time. 

Along with this came a 
willingness on the part of white 
Americans to talk about the 
experience Dr. Jim Holliday, 
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new director of the California 
State Historical Society, 
undertook as his first project, an 
exhibition called “Executive 
Order 9066"’. This collection of 
photographs and texts 
documents the experience of 
Japanese-Americans in the 
relocation camps. The 
exhibition, shown at museums 
throughout California, has 
drawn fire from many 
conservative Califomians. 
Holliday said many opponents 
see the exhibition as a criticism 
of the government. Others think 
the episode ought simply to be 
forgotten. 

Holliday said he believes the 
show is a positive statement, a 
look as past mistakes, but also 
an insight into the recovery of 
Japanese-Americans, an 
affirmation of their strength. He 
recalls that the treatment of the 
Japanese is a clear indication of 
the racism of Americans. “No 
charge of sabotage, conspiracy, 
spying or any other act against 


the government was ever 
brought against a 
Japanese-American In the 
Midwest many 


German-Americans were active 
In Organizations that supported 
the Nazi government, yet no 
German-Americans were 
relocated. It is surprising too, 
that very few voices in America 
were raised against Executive 
Order 9066." 

The resurgence of interest in 
the treatment of the Japanese 
also resulted in a campaign to 
get Manzanar, one of two 
relocation camps in California, 
(the other was Tulare Lake near 
the Oregon border) made a State 
Historical sight. About 400 
members of the community 
made the annual pilgrimmage to 
the monument last March. But 
while the camp experience has 
drawn Japanese-Americans 
together. it has also created a 
point of conflict Young 
Japanese-Americans, raised in an 
era of civil rights marches and 
demonstrations, turn accusingly 
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to their elders and ask why they 
didn’t resist. 

Matsui says, “It is hard to 
explain how people looked at 
things then. Many didn’t believe 
it would really happen. Some 
thought even as they were on 
the buses that somehow the 
President would change his 
mind. Besides, even if the Nisei 
has objected that they were 
American citizens, many of their 
parents were not, and the 
breakup of their families would 
have been intolerable.” 

Partly because of the meager 
reperations offered by the U.S. 
government (three cents on 
every dollar of property 
confiscated» paid in inflated 
post-war dollars on pre-war 
assessed values) and partly out 
of a sense of cultural identity, 
the young people have made 
common cause with _ their 
Tr 2h €@P 26 a, tZ 
Japanese-American Community 
Services was formed by 
teenagers to help care for the 


aged members of the 
community. 
JACS offers medical and 


dental care programs and tries to 
act as a clearing house for 
information about public 
services. “Many of the old 
peopie do not speak English 
well. Many are reluctant to get 
involved with government 
bureaucracy because of the 
camp experience,” said Mike 
Yanagita, a community worker. 
“But even more important is a 
sense of pride-and shame, a 
feeling that you can’t let the 
outside world know there is 
anything wrong. It’s hard to 
describe in English, but there’s a 
Japanese word for it.”’ 

The greatest tragedy of the 
Japanese-American community, 
however, is the irony with which 
they view themselves. Tricked 
into adopting the white man’s 
values as the price of acceptance, 
the. ind that they have bought 
only cultural anninilation. The 
young at least have the pride and 
hope which comes from struggle.

Now, in 1972, the New 
Audacity of the Nixon 
Administration, “I think we may 
have a U.S. interest and policy 
reasons that would indicate that 
it was prudent and in our 
interest to continue some form 
of support to Cambodia after 
the U.S. forces have withdrawn 
from South Vietnam,” so stated 
Lt. Gen. George M. Seignious II, 
the director of the U.S. Security 
Assistance Program, along with 
Marshall Green, the assistant 
secretary of state for East Asian 
alfairs, in testimony delivered 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee Tuesday 

The committee did learn that 
we do not have a_ formal! 


obligation to the Cambodians, 
but Green stated that we had an 
interest in helping the 
Cambodians select their own 
government, and prevent its 
takeover by force and 
aggression. Green told the 


committee that we were helping 
Cambodia build an army of 
220.000. 


In the usual style of this 
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administration they have been 
rather loose in terms of any 
formal policy on Cambodia, 
partly due to the stir it created 
in the beginning, and 
congressional coolness to the 
idea of expanded activities in 
Cambodia again. 

Secretary of State Rogers told 
us that our primary purpose 
there was not in defense of the 
government. but that was in May 
1970. So now we find ourselves 
with the latest phase, perhaps 
it’s phase 2, or is it daze, with 
the military and the state 
department, and Richard Nixon 
telling us we will have to stay in 
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Cambodia for awhile. Thanks a 
lot, | just love the way he winds 
down wars.
